They are the gallant men 
who sail the seven seas in the vessels that carry 
supplies to the far-fluug armies. 
They are the men who often die without benefit 
of military or naval glory, their fate sometimes 
unknown for m onths and then dismissed in a few 
brief new spaper lines. They go down to death iu 
rem ote waters, victims of the hyenas of the sea, 
with no chance to fight back, or they drift aimlessly 
for days and weeks in open boats suffering the most 
Incredible privations. 
I speak here not only of our own bold Americans 
but for the seamen of all our Allies—the British, the 
Australians, the Norwegians, the Dutch, the South 
Americans and 
all the rest. They are the 
front line 
soldiers of the sea, their weapons their own skill 
and courage In taking the cargo boats through. W ith­ 
out them we could not hope to win the war. 
The world never has seen a greater demonstration 
of fortitude than now is being presented by the men 
of the m erchant marine. In the last war, theirs was a 
task desperate enough when the submarines and 
mines and the surface raiders of the kaiser were the 
great hazards, 
but today these hazards 
have in­ 
creased vastly.

Manpower Is More Than Statistics 
O 
NE of the improvements in Washington lias been 
the development of the statistic, but statistics 
never tell the whole story. They must he used with 
caution. 


There Is special need for caution when statistics 
are 
used 
to describe 
Washington's 
current 
Big 
Problem, the manpower shortage that is beginning to 
squeeze war production in certain localities. 
Manpower is more than .statistics. It entails things 
that can’t be estimated statistically—attitudes, work- 
jgn conditions, 
fatigue, 
traditions of employment 
and conditions of living. In other words, addition of 
one thousand names to a payroll of 10,000 would not 
represent an absolute addition of IO percent to 
manpower. The result might be an 
Infinitesimal 
rise in production—a statistical possibility that has 
materialized in some plants to the consternation of 
those who foolishly were depending on statistics for 
everything. 
Despite President Roosevelt’s decision to steer 
clear of manpower conscription In favor of volun-j 
tary action, there seems to be more agitation for 
conscription now than there was before the recent 
presidential message that mentioned the m atter. It. I 
is evident that a trend Is being permitted to carry! 
tile country In a direction that those who would be 
affected most do not favor—the bureaucratic trend j 
toward regimentation. It has not improved a n y th in g 1 
yet, and it must be doubted by all believers in the 
efficacy of free labor that, it offers any cure for the 
fact that in some agreas the demand for labor tem ­ 
porarily exceeds the supply.

HESE two developments and a 
voluntary local plan originating

tern for legislation.

HE subs of three enemy nations are always on 
the prowl in nearly all the waters of the earth 
In IO times greater numbers than before. The sur­ 
face menace Is infinitely greater, mines remain, 
and worst of all is the danger from the air. In 
the last war this was as nothing compared to the 
present. 
The wide-ranging enemy hawks are everywhere, 
constantly on the lookout for the slow-moving m er­ 
chant vessels 
which, without 
convoys, are easy 
prey from the air. Even with convoy, they m ust go 
through hell fire under attack. The stories of the 
bravery of the men of the m erchant marine in taking 
their ships to port coming out of this w ar are worthy 
of place with the sagas of the bravest souls in Val­ 
halla. The imperishable tale of Dunkerque is pretty 
much a tale of the m erchant marine, and so is the 
evacuation of Crete. 
In other wars, the distances the m erchant marine 
had to travel w-ere comparatively short. Today, the 
cargo boats must carry their precious burdens to 
the most remote corners of the world, often un­ 
attended. The merchant marine is the lifeline of the 
armies and of vast civilian populations, too. Ifs roll 
of dead Is proportionately greater than that of the 
armies and navies of all-the allies, yet it carries on 
undaunted.

And yet as I look around me, I fall to see that any. 
thing is being done ashore for these men in the way 
of public attention such as is given soldiers and 
sailors that might let them know that they are ap­ 
preciated. It seems to me that this is an omission 
that should be remedied. The men of the merchant 
m arine have placed a halo of glory on their service 
In this w ar and they are entitled to more recognition 
than they now are receiving.
